Sixteen-Year-Old Girl Who Was to 
Look for Work Monday Swal- 
lowed Poison, After Writ- 
ing a Note. 


Cora Wilkinson, a very pretty girl of 16, 
swallowed half a tumbler full of carbolic 


an hour later she was dead. 

At first her mother and her relatives were 
Were at loss to account fer her conduct 
and were disposed to considér it an accli- 
dent. But investigation led to the dis- 
covery of two notes scrawled on 1o0se 
sheets of paper which showed conclusively 
that the girl had deliberately committed 
suicidq gfter having contemplated the deed 
for a iong time, 

Cora lived with her widowed mother at 
1221 North Sarah street. Mrs. Wiikinson 
has supported Cora and a younger daugh- 
ter, Myrtle, by wWorking. Cora was old 
enough to go to work and it was planned 
that Menday morning she was to g0 
downtown and seek a position. Immediate- 
ly after breakfast she left the table and 
said she had a headache. She went to her 
room on the second floor and a few min- 
utes later her younger sister went up to 
see how she felt. 

As she opened the door she was greeted 
with an overpowering odor of carbolic acid. 
Cora was lying on the bed, already un- 
conscious. The little sister hurried down- 
stairs, called to her mother that Cora had 
t ken poison and hurred out after a doc- 
tor. 

Dr. M. G. Gorin of 4100 West Belle place 
went to the housé, but arrived too late. 
The girt -auman aid. She died 
without regaining consciousness. 

Dr. Gorin said that she had taken acid 
enough to kill a dozen persons. 

The notes she left were pecullar 
showed a morbid frame of mind. 

One, evidently written Monday, Was on a 
sheet of paper, on which she had com- 
menced a letter dated Aug. 26 to Joe W.

When the train load of sick Missouri 
soldiers from Brietoe, Dunm Loring and 
Fort Myer hispitals reaches Union Station 
Mofiday afternoon, Adjutnat-General Bell, 
who is in charge of it, will find St. Louis 
ready to receive and properly care for all 
the 116 invalids on board. 

By 2 o'clock Monday afternoon the Mid- 
way was crowded with persons who were 
anxiously awaiting the arrival of the tralia 
and as the afternoon waned the crowd 
grew, until it was a compact mass of hu-+ 


maniiy. 

St. Louis would have been ready Satur- 
day morning to care for the soldiers that 
came from Chickamauga if Mayor Ziegem 
hein had: been notified of the time of ar- 


rival. 

Mayor Zicgenhein Monday morning or- 
dered Healtn Commissioner Starklorf to 
have 14 ambulances ready to send to Union 
Station the moment the train rolls. in, 
Many of the soldiers who are too si.k to 
continue their journey to their homes ih 
the western part of the State will be sent 
to the City Hospital, where 12 doctors are 
ready to attend them. The capacity of the 
City Hospital is more than equai to the 
but, if it was not, the offer of 
the St. Louis Mullanphy Hospital to care 
for 40 patients would make up for the de- 
ficiency. 

More than a score of noble women under 
command of Miss Eberhard and Miss Bar- 
row, who are at the head of the ladies’ 
committee. went to Union Station early 
Monday morning laden with delicacies for 
the sick soldiers. 

Mayor Z.egenhein dropped all other bus'- 
ness Monday morning and devoted all his 
time to the work of preparing for the re- 
ception of the heroic invalids. 

He did all this without one word of of- 
ficial notification from the State author- 
ities as to the time of the train's arrival. 

Instead he received an insulting message 
from Goy. Stephens, whose desire seems to 
have been in this whole affair to keep the 
Mayor from having anything to do with the 
care of the soldiers in order to blame him 
afterward. 

Mayor Ziegenhein announced early Mon- 
day morning that St. Louis would do ev- 
erything possible to contribute to the wel- 
fare and comfort of the sick soldiers. 

In the face of these conditions Gov. 
Stephens sent a telegram, criticizing him 
for alleged fallure to do his duty toward 
the sold‘ers who came Saturday from 
Chickamauga, and comparing St. Louis 
unfavorably with Kansas City in this re- 
spect.

The trial by a military commission of 12 
civillan prisoners charged with burning the 
town of Cotto begins to-morrow in Ponce.

The prisoners having no coun- 
sel, Gen. Wilson has detailed Maj. Walton 
of the pay corps to act In that capacity.

and Lieutenant-Governor.

It Is Now in San Francisco and the Guilt of Mrs. Botkin Should Be Es- 


tablished or Quickly Disproved. 


DETECTIVE M’VEY ARRIVES 
FROM DOVER WITH CANDY 
BOX AND THE NOTE IT 
CONTAINED. 


HANDWRITING AN 
IMPORTANT CLEW. 


Then, There Is the Testimony of the 
Stockton Clerk Who Sold the 
Sweets to a Woman. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

SAN FRANCISCO, Aug. 2.—Detective 
McVey arrived from Dover to-day. He 
brought with him the box which contained 
the poisoned candy that killed Mrs, Dun- 
ning and her sister, Mrs. Deane, and the 
candies that were not eaten. He also 
brought the handkerchief and the note 
found in the box, containing the message 
from the sender: 

“With my love, to yourself age baby, . 

This afternoon an examination of this 
evidence will be made, and the hearing of 
the habeas corpus proceedings, instituted 
by Mrs. Botkin's attorneys, will take place. 

The case against Mrs. Botkins rests 
largely on the identification of the hand- 
writing as hers, and on the ability of 
Frank J. Gattrell, the salesman of the 
Btockton candy store, to identify the pris- 
Oner as the woman to whom he sold the 
box of candy. Gattrell has said that he 
distinctly remember ?d having placed choco- 
lates in a box for a lady who called at 
the store, and after purchasing some 
candy placed the contents of a paper sack 
in the same box. 

From the time she awoke to-day until her 
tollet was complete Mrs. Botkin's one 
thought seemed to be to make herself as 
attractive as possible. 
and with more than ordinary care. 
hair was deftly arranged, and when she 
had fastened the cascades of lace on her 
gown she surveyed herself with evident 
Satisfaction. Then she sat on one of the 
prison chairs, arranged her gown in artis- 
tic folds and awaited the events of the day. 

Mr. Botkin visited the prison. 
his wife something to eat and a bunch of 
flowers. She did not care much for the 
breakfast, her attention was directed 
toward the carnations. She smelled them 
again and again, held them up in admira- 
tion, and finally fastened them on one side 
of her gown. 


THE WOMAN’S MOODS. 

Mrs. Botkin rested comfortably last night 
in the matron’s room at the City Prison. 
She had nothing to eay regarding the mur- 
Gers charged against her. Experience and 
the advice of her husband have taught her 
discretion. No charge has been entered 
against her on the prison records, as she 
is being held pending the arrival from Dela- 
ware of Detective McVey with the requisi- 
tion papers, 

The woman's nature is pecullar. At one 
moment ehe seems to crave public notice, 
and then to shun it. She poses in her room, 
and attitudinizes when she feels the eyes 
of the crowd upon her. Ofa highly nervous 
temperament, she is now on the verge of 
hysterics, and again calm with the coolness 
ofa philosopher who has determined to face 
the issue on which his life depends. Vanity 
seems to be her absorbing sin. Though she 
is not accustomed to eyeglasses, she wore 
a pair of gold-bound pince-nez, which she 
carefully adjusted after removing: her veil. 
Some women think the dainty pince-nez im- 
parts to the face an air of superiority. 


MRS. BOTKIN’S STATEMENT. 


Yesterday afternoon Mr. Botkin accom- 
panied hie wife when she was taken by De- 
tective Uibson into the office of Chief 
Lees, and sat beside her while she made 
her statement. 

“I found Mrs. Botkin,”’ said the Chief, 
“a very different woman from what I had 
Q@nticipated. She was calm and dignified, 
and made her atatemen? in a straightfor- 
. ward way without any attempt at dramatic 

effect. She manifested no nervousness, 

Bhe did not hesitate to answer my ques- 
tions, but made no acknowledgments of a 
Gamaging nature to herself. She denied the 
charges against her, but made no accusa- 
tions againt any one. 

“Mra. Botkin is thoroughly English in 
language and manner. Her expreselons are 
those of an English person. It may be the 
Angiomania English, but she gives me the 
impression of being very ‘Londony.’ The 
gist of the statement she made me is as 
follows: 

"On the 27th of last July she left this city 
for Stockton, She made the journey up the 
river by boat. On the way she was taken 
ili, and, as she was no better when she 
Peached Stockton, she was obliged to sum- 
Mon a physician to attend her. On the 
Sih of July she returned to this city and 
again had to call in a physician She was 
ii for the first two ‘days of thie month. 
On Tuesday, the 2d inst., she felt somewhat 
better and was able to pack up her effects 
in her room at the Victoria Hotel, on the 
corner of Hyde and California streets. 

“Bhe put her things, after packing them, 
fn a closet off a corridor of the hotel, The 
following afternoon Mrs. Botkin visited a 
lady friend, who resides on Bush street. 
She eald ehe spent the afternoon with her. 
The morning of Thursday, Aug. 4 Mrs 
Botkin busied herself about her room, and 
in the afterhoon she took the 3 o'clock 
train for St. Helena. She went to the sani- 
tarlum of the Seventh-Day Adventists and 
remained there on the ih and 6th. 

“E4 MocCieur, her brother-in-law. drove 
her on Gunday the 7th from St. Helena to 
the home of her sister in Healdsburg. It

“She informed me that she was a native 
of Missouri, and was married in that State.

Another statement ma@ by Mrs. Botkin 
during the same conversation was relative 
to the note which accompanied the poil- 
esoned candies... Said she: “‘Now, might it 
not be enemies and that my handwriting 
was forged? It might have been written in 
a nervous manner, which would make it 
hard to discover the similarity between a 
forgery and the genuine.”’ 

Mrs. Botkin dwelt at length upon this 
She expressed the fear that it was 
possible for one to forge writing so skiil- 
fully as to render it impossible for a skiNed 
detective to prove it not genuine. She also 
spoke of the sending of the candy by mall, 
wondering if the box would not have to be 
registered. 


WHY HE CALLED HER ADA. 

The name by which Dunning addresses 
her in his letters to her is in itself a bit of 
a romance. 

“You know,” sald Mrs, Botkin, “my own 
name is not Ada, but Mr. Dunning calied 
me that because he liked it. It was the 
name of a sweetheart whom he used tv 
have, and whom he said I resembled. 
That's why he calls me Ada.”

John B. Taylor Swears Out 
a Warrant for His Boy. 


PROPERTY STOLEN FROM 
THE TAYLOR RESIDENCE. 


SHORTLY AFTER THE SON WENT 
TO LIVE IN ANOTHER 
PLACE. 


SUSPICION WAS THEN 
DIRECTED TOWARD HIM. 


When Arrested the Lad, Who Is Only 
16, Confessed That He Was 


the Guilty One and Had 
Pawned the Goods. 


John B. Taylor, ex-member of the School 
Board and one of the most prominent 
men in St. Louis, «wore to information in 
a warrant issued Monday, charging his son, 
John B. Taylor, Jr.,. with grand larceny. 
Young Taylor is 16 years old and according 
the information of the detectives 
been robbing his parents and 
some time. The total amount of goods 
stolen from them is valued at $300, all of 
which has been pawned in various pawn- 
shops about town. 

The boy was arrested Saturday morning, 
but was “held for the Chief,’ and nothing 
was made known of the boy's arrest until 
the warrant was applied for. 

Mr. Taylor appeared at the 
in company with Detective Gallagher, but 
when the subject of his son’s arrest was 
broached he refused to have anything to 
say. Detective Gallagher, who has worked 
on the case for the past two weeks, said 
that young Taylor has been stealing house- 
hold articles and jewelry from the hand- 
some family residence, 5607 Bartmer ave- 
nue, for a month, but that it was some 
time before suspicion fell upon the boy. 
First a ring was missed by one of his sis- 
ters. 

The servants in the house were interro- 
gated closely in regard to the missing ring 
and proved their innocence. Soon other 
articles began to disappear one by one, and 
Chief Desmond was appealed to. 

Detective Gallagher wus detailed to work 
on the case. He questioned all of the Tay- 
lor family closely, and the servants, and 
concluded that the thieving was being done 
by one of the family. 

He did not know whether the thief stole 
for a purpose or whether it’ was klepto- 
mania. He did not make known his con- 
clusions, but visited the residence daily. 

When Detective Gallagher went to the 
Taylor home a week ago he was informed 
that John Taylor, Jr., had left home. This 
evidence was more than corroborated, and 
suspicion pointed directly to the boy. 

Mr. Taylor was notified by the detective 
that his son was responsible for all the 
robberies, if circumstantial evidence could 
fasten it on any one. 

He, too, had allowed his suspicions to 
become active, notwithstanding the rela- 
tionship that existed between them and he 
was not surprised or etartied at hearing 
the detective’s opinion. 

A search was instituted for the missing 
boy, but it was not until Saturday that he 
was located. Gallagher received intell-gence 
to the effect that young Taylor was stay- 
ing somewhere in the vicinity of Goodfel- 
low and Minerva avenues. He made fre- 
quent trips through that neighborhood with 
a picture and a good description of the 
boy. Saturday morning while Gallagher 
was standing at Goodfellaw and Cabanne 
avenues a young man passed him who tal- 
lied accurately with the description ar‘ 
»yhotograph, and he was put under arrest. 
He protested that he was-innocent of the 
theft when confronted with the charges 
but admitted his name and said that he 
just left home because he was tired of it. 
When locked up at the Central Police Sta- 
tion he broke down and admitted every- 
thing. He said he had pawned most of 
the goods at George Walker's pawnshop 
at Third and Locust streets. He went to 
the place with hia father and the detective 
Saturday afternoon, and $70 worth of jewel- 
ry was recovered. 

It consisted of a ladies’ gold watch, a 
pearl and garnet ring, a. single garnet ring, 
a plain gold ring and a monogram ring. 
After returning to the Four Cougts he made 
out a list of the good: that he pawned 
and turned it over to Chief of Detectives 
Desmond, who expects to recover most of 
the stolen articles.

CHICAGO. Aug. 29.—Judge Thomas Mack- 
ey and his young bride are in Chicago at 
Mrs. Memminger’s boarding house, 40

curing a divorce. He emphatically denice 
that his wife is kept a pr.seoner by him.

ST. PETERSBURG, Aug. 29.—By order of 
Emperor Nicolas, Count Muravieff, the For- 
eign Minister, on the 24th Inst... handed to 
the foreign diplomats at St. Petersburg a 
note declaring that the maintenance of 
peace and the reduction of the excessive 
armaments now crushing ail nations are 
the ideal for which all governments ought 
to strive.

Petersburg, is likely to produce a sensa- 
tion throughout Europe, and coming from 
such a quarter, and with such evident sin- 
cerity o urpose, it is Ilkely to have im- 
portant effects. It is quite possible that 
with Russia taking the lead In such a step 
Germany, France and the other nations will 
be ready to follow.

Check Sent by Estrada Palma to the 
Father of George B. Meek. 


FREMONT, O., Aug. 29.—John Meek of 
this county, father of George B. Meek, 
who was killed on the torpedo boat Winslow 
at Cardenas, May 11, has received a letter 


and a check for $100. The letter goes to 
show that young Meek was the first Ameri- 
can-born sailor sailor killed tn the Cuban 
war. The letter received by Mr. Meeks 
reads as follows: 

Washington, Aug. 24.—John Meek—Dear 
Sir. Some months ago a Cuban gentleman 
who signe himself Cambresis, from the City 
of Mexico, sent Gen. Thomas Estrada Pal- 
ma of New York an order for $100 to be 
given to the wife, children or parents of the 
lirst American-born sailor whew s-ouid die in 
the war to free Cuba. I have just now been 
informed thet your son, George B. Meek, 
fireman of the first class, on ‘board the tor- 
pedo boat Winslow, was the first hero to 
shed his blood for the independence of our 
unfortunate and down-trodden people. I 
beg to enclose to you the check entrusted to 
my care, being a proof of the gratitude of 
the Cubans for their friends and allies, the 
Americans. Please acknowledge the re- 
ceipt of the same in duplicate. Yours very 
respectfully, 

GONZALO DEB QUESADA, 
Charge d' Affaires of the Republic of Cuba. 

The check is dated May I7 and is drawn 
on the Bank .of Amer.ca, to the order of 
Tomas Estrada Palma, and is signed 
Maitland, Coppell & Co. 

On the reverse side it ja indorsed: Pay to 
the order of Gonzalo de Quesada. Tomas 
Estrada Palma. 

Meek has not as yet had the check cashed 
and has already been offered much more 
than its face value by parties who want it 
as a souvenir of the war.

He left Kentucky tn 
Is6S and settled in Vermillion County, Ine 
diana, where he had a farm of 26) acres, He 
organized the Indiana Shorthorn Breeders 
Association and was one of the founders of 
the National Assoctation of Shorthorn

Although having always a strong predt- 
lect‘on for poiitics, Mr. Matthews rarely 
sought office. He served a term in the 
Legislature in 1876 In 189 he was nome 
nated and elected Secretary of State and 
in 1892 he was chosen Governor.
